The mission of Sir AxpREw Cuangz to 
Siam appeara likely _to bear good fruit by 
leading-to the ensly construction of toilways 
in that country, Fitted by nature to be. 
come the great rica granary of ‘the Bust, 
Siam is in atnoat undeveloped alaie owing to 
ite want .of facilities for communication 
with the interior. . In spite, however, of this 
drawback, Bangkok exports immdnve quan: 
tities .of rice, timber, aud other produce. 
The existing prosperous trade, crested by 
. the advent of steamers and intercourse with 
foreign countries, serves to show wiat may 
be expected -}o follow the opéaing up. of the 
vaot and almost unkcowa interior by means 
oftbeiron road, The success which has at. 
tended the railway in. Lower Bururab is a: 
fartber index to the reanlt of the experiment 
in Siam.’ Burmah poatesses jin the :noble 
vives. Irrawaddy magnificent water’ com- 
munication right up from Rangoon to Bhamo.

/Korat. A preliminary survey has been made 
and there io not appear to be any: serious 
difficulties in the way of conatructing the 
lines. No estimate for. the construction of 
the railways. haa os-yat-baon-made ; we trust, 
however, that we. will know about this ag 
soon-as the Government hag decided that 
the railwaya, should bo covatracted.”’ It 
matters very little-by whom the railways.are 
made ed long as’ they are cotfatracted’ 
Indeed it vonld be hetter for many reasona 
that thay should be built with native capital. 
TE the Siumesa Government wereto grant a 
concession to an English company or syndi- 
cate it might causo some little jealousy. on 
the part of France ;' and if a French syndi- 
cate were allowed to build rmlways in Siam 
| pretext’ would be afforded. for Fror 
ioterforence in Siamese affairs, which 
thay might at some tima bo’ only too 
ready to avail themselves. of. The. only 
difficulty with regard to tho Siamese. Go- 
vernment making their own railways is 
the want.of capital. Some capital of 
course ‘they bave,.and thoy might raiso 4 
loan, but it is doubtful whether they have 
sufficient command of capital to make such 
a linoas that from Bangkok to Kiengmai or 
Zimmé. The revenue of Siam is large, but 
unfortunately for the Government much of it 
clings to the fingers of officials in the process 
of collection, .Lhe country should be very 
tich, but the natives are indolent and: want- 
ing in enterprise, and leave the trade to be 
conducted by Chinese; 

- The wealth of Siam lies waiting to be-de- 
veloped. It does not consist alone in ber 
fertile rice lands nor oven iti ler vast forests 
of’ valuable teak. All tha products of tho. 
tropics can be and are produced iz the king> 
dom, and, rich mines exist in the intorior 
farther north. The introduction. of the rail- 
way should lead to this development. It 
would bring population to the silent jungle 
and the unpeopled waste; it, would cansa 

iling crops to spring up where now grass 
and forest cover the.country. Tha Sakya- 
tanka most fully recognises the advantages 
Which ‘rapid means of.communication will 
confer on the peoplé, na will be sean from the 
following remarks ‘on the subject by the 
Siamese journal :—* If now people living in 
tha province wish to proceed to Bangkok, or 
if they bave to go on aecountof the corvee,they 
bavetoencounter great difficulties, They must 
provide Lbemselves with food, as tliey will ba 
a long-time on the journey, ‘whicb must bo 
performed in boats; they have to break up 
‘their homestead, to nbandon their fields, and 
if they bave bad conveyuaces, there is atill 
more trouble for them, If, however, rail- 
ways are conétructed, then, like angels, peo: 
ple will be able to leave their home, return 
to it, sall their goodein Bangkok or other 
places, buy others, u1l.in one day, and this 
will be for the greatest bonefit.. In enunie- 
rating the benefite, we do not know where to 


stop, and wo sball therefore shortly--aay- 
Railways mast be conatructed in Siam, as 
their construction will contribute to the wel- 


fare of Siam. in opening trade, in increasing’ 


the rovenue’ by collecting the duty on the 
merobandize, and their construction will 
contribute to the welfaré of the people, who 
will be able to dispose quickly of their mor- 
chandize, and. will be nble to proceed easily 
from one place to the other, as if they wera 
flying-or carried through eit.’ The Bang- 
kok Tirnes states ‘that the engineering: dilli- 
culties of a railway from Bangkok are any. 
thing but serious, so that the cost. per mile 
would not be greater than in Burmab, and it 
ought therefore to prove equally as sucteds- 
fal aud remunerativa as the’ lines in 
that country. Whether the- entarprise 
be undertaken by the Government or 
by a privste company, it is to be hoped 
Dow that its impnrtanca and commercial 
value have been officially recognised tha sur- 
vey about to be undertaken will be quickly 
‘followed by the cutting of the first sod of the 
pioneer railway from’Bangkok, Siam’ has
